An article in the Amoy Gazette states 
that petroleum or rock oil is obtainable at 
-mavy places in both North and South For- 
mosa, In April, 1865, a large spring was 
discovered in the hills South East of the 
port’of Owlan, in Lat. N. 24° 30’ and Long. 
E, 121° or theroabouts. © The principal 
spring in these parts is situated on the edge 
of the Owlan River some 6 or 6 miles inland 
from ‘the town of Babli, the last town or 
village on the borders of any importance ; 
it is also at the very foot of a hill. . At 
certain times of the year the river swells 
oud widens and a wide rapid is formod, and 
on such occasions the spring is filled with 
river water, and the oil is carried away 
down the stream. When the discovery of 
this well was mado, the ofl could be tasted 
in the water some ‘distance off, At that 
time the spring. was on the savage bor- 
ders, dnd the uso was ufknown to both 
savages and Chinese. This spring is 
not the only avidence of rock oil, for on 
-exploring the hiils in réar.of this_spring, 
that is to the East, large fire holes were 
found, and high up on the top ofa high 
hill a small apring was discovered amongst 
alot of rocks, and on placing the ear close, 
to the ground a gurgling sound was heard, 
as if gas was forcing its way through the 
water from some cistern below.
